own tongues. 

There 16 now more reading and 
studyinj; of the Bible than at any 
time in the world's history- In 1804, 
when Napoleon, the despot of that 
day, was abroad, there were, only 
3,000,000 copies oi the Bible in eiciat' 
encc, and the annual circulation -eras 
2SOflClO. About that time Voltaire 
predicted that in a century the Bible 
would be a forgotten book. But, 
fortunately, he was a false prophet.
